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On  April  15,  1949,  KPFA-Interim  began  its  first 
day  of  broadcasting.   Ir^the  year  and  a  quarter  it  has 
been  operating  it  has  demonstrated  that  listener-sup- 
ported radio  is  a  practical  and  enthusiastically  wel- 
comed addition  to  the  cultural  life  of  this  community • 
21%   of  those  acquainted  with  KPFA's  call  letters  in  its 
primary  signal  range  have  become  subscribers.   But  this 
signal  reaches  a  very  tiny  audience — far  too  small  to 
make  the  station  self-supporting.   Given  time  and  the 
capital  to  expand  the  signal  to  cover  the  entire  metro- 
politan area,  KPFA  could  become  entirely  self-support- 
ing through  subscriptions.   But  time  and  capital  are  lux- 
uries not  available  to  KPFA» 

On  Wednesday,  July  26  KPFA's  staff  met  to  examine 
the  amount  of  accrued  obligations  and  to  determine  what 
action  must  be  taken  to  meet  them.   It  was  decided  since 
no  capital  contributions  are  in  sight,  and  the  amount  of 
subscription  income  is  inadequate,  the  staff  could  not 
responsibly  obligate  itself  to  incur  any  further  debts.

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sell  the  station's   property.      Therefore,    KPFA- Interim  is 
concluding   its   operation  and  will  cease  broadcasting   in 
early  August. 

KPFA-  will  return  to  subscribers  en  a  pro-rated  ba- 
sis the  unexpired  portion  of  their  subscriptions  to  the 
station. 

The   staff  is   resolved   to  gather   the  evidence   of 
its   experience    in  listener-sponsored  radio  during  this 
experimental  period,   and  to  present   it  to  individuals 
and  groups   throughout   the  country  in  an  endeavor  to 
raise   the   capital  necessary  to   begin   the   second  stage 
of  the  project's   history— a  radio  station  powerful  e- 
nough  to  reach  the   entire    Bay  area  audience.      Plans 
are  now  being   detailed  for  this   next  step. 

The   staff  extends   its   appreciation  to  all  those 
who  have    supported  KPFA — as   subscribers,  volunteer 
workers,   and  as   authors   of   the  many  letters  of  encour- 
agement and  gratitude   for  what  has.: been  accomplished 
by  the   station.      It   is   this   response  which  provides 
the  evidence   that  may  produce   a  new  and  more  effective 
listener-sponsored  station  in  the   future.
